The other letter related to the late Circular from the 
Treasury, declining to receive the branch drafts in pay­ 
ment of the public dues after the close ofthe present 
vear—and as it wished the Department distinctly to 
“ understand it is not at all against the m easure itself, 
but only the reasons assigned tor it, that any objection 
is made,” there did not seem much public necessity for 
hastening a reply.
